George Harcourt, de puty minister of 
agriculture, started out by savings that 
more money was invested in the vari- 
ous branches of agriculture in the vear 
1906, the last year for which dominion 
census figures were in Can- 
ada than in all the other industries 
combined, Four times as mueh was 
jinvested in all the branches of farm- 


available, 


ing as in all the branches of manu- 
facturing, The products of the soil 
}that year were worth over $4,000,000 
and they had increased enormously 


since, 

Manufacturers produced, on the avers 
age, goods each year valued at more 
than their capital, while farmers pro- 
duced only about one-third of their 
capital annually. 

Efforts had been made to boost in- 
dustries, notwithstanding this condition 
as to capital invested and production 
as compared with capital, The educa- 
tional system of the country was enl- 
culated to swing those attending the 
schools in line for the universities, but 
Alberta had changed this and had al- 
ready three agriculutral schools and 
would establish more as the demand 
for them increased,

Lost Gold Mine 

Thrilling stories are told) by Arch- 
deacon Whittaker of his experiences in 
the far north. He relates that there js 
a tradition in the northland of a gold 
mine which was discovered years ago 
by a party of nine adventures, one of 
them an old C. P. R. surveyor, They 
made elaborate plans of the location 
and laden with as much gold as they 
could carry, set off for the borders of 
civilization, Provisions ran short and 
only two of the party of nine lived to 
tell the story to the outside world, 
These two men organized another party 
but the plans and maps had been lost 
and the party were unable to discover 
the lost treasure, Numerous attempts 
have been made by persons who be- 
Heved the tradition to find the gold 
mine, but up to the present all at- 
tempts have proved unsuccessful. One 
man took in an elaborate outfit and a 
motor boat, The boat is now being 
used by Steffansson, the explorer. 

Carried Life in Hands 

Archdeacon Whittaker, in the early

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A PROPOSAL IN THE 
INTERESTS OF THE PROMOTERS. 


As a piece of masterly dissembling, the statement laid before 
parliament and the country setting out the manner in which the Bor- 
den government proposes to assist the Canadian Northern railway 
out of its difficulties promises to take place as a classic. 

The statement sets out that the intention is to guarantee the 
Canadian Northern bonds to the extent of $45,000,000. For this 
guarantee, which seeing that the company has already proven its in- 
ability to borrow the money itself, is the same as a government loan, 
the government is to receive 40 per cent of the common stock of Ahe 
road. What this common stock represents besides water is not set 
out as the findings of the auditors who have been making the exam- | 
ination of the company’s affairs is not given in the statement, but

London, April 80-—We Londoners, 
sober and dignified as we are, often 
have been severely criticized by the 
Vrench and Americans, who say we are 
lacking in the frivolities which make 
life really worth while, In particular, 
they have deplored the absence of night 
life which has made Parls and New 
York famous. And now we are being 
held up as the example of plety after 
nightfall by Herr Von Jagow, head of 
the Berlin police, who is conducting a 
campaign to make the German capital 
a place of peace and quiet after the 
shades of night have descended on 
Unter den Linden. 

“Look at London,” says Herr Von 
Jagow.

As far as he went, the stern and 
exacting head of the Berlin minions of 
the law was correct, but he evidently 
Nas not seen the real London, True, 
there Is no drinking and dancing in the 
hotels and cafes after the ominous 
hour of 1 in the morning, but I can 
vouch’ that the tippling and dancing do 
not cease at that hour, We English 
love to take our pleasures as we do 
everything else, In a dignified way, far 
from the gaze of an admiring throng,

The night club, the rendezvous of the 
social elect, is the place to see London 
utits play. These clubs are becoming 
80 popular that they are beginning to 
lose some of their exclusiveness, and of 
Jate several “club officers” have been 
haled Into court for conducting places 
which were a trifle beyond the pale of 
goclal decorum,
